Tax Rate Of $27.20 Announced By 
Assessors — Lowest In Nine Years 

Increase Of Over $8,000,000 In Real Estate And Transfer of 
$100,000 From E. and D. Fund Bring Rate Down 


The Assessors yesterday announced the tax rate for the current year 
at $27.20 per $1000 valuation, a decrease of forty cents over that of a year ago 
and of twenty cents over that of two years ago. It Is the lowest rate since 
1920, when It was at the same figure. The transfer of the $100,000 from the 
excess and doflcloncy fund to revenue which was effected at a special meeting 
of the Board of Aldermen on Monday night upon the Mayor’s request brought 
about the decrease. Without the transfer it is estimated that the rate would 
have been about twenty cents higher than that of 1928 — the transfer of the 
$100,000 making a difference of about 60 cents per $1000 valuation. 

The total valuation of real estate is placed at $136,964,300.00, a gain of 
more than $8,000,000. 

Personal property shows a decrease of over $5,000,000, the figures being 
$15,569,000 this year ns compared with $20,913,000 In 1928. 

The expenses of the city, county, state, and metropolitan districts show 
an increase of nearly $500,000, the figures being $4,783,000 for 1928 and 
$5,264,000 for 1929. This increase comes largely in city expenses, which 
jumped from $4,245,000 in 1928 to $4,630,000 for the current year. The war- 
rants from state, county, and district expenses stand at $634,000 as compared 
with $538,000 or a year ago. There is a slight decrease in the Metropolitan 
Sewers of $15,000, but other accounts except that for smoke nuisance show 
increases. It costs us $9,814.25 for the Northern Artery and $51,521.00 for 
Brookline, Essex street and Cottage Farm Bridge against $10,000 last year 
for new streets in Brookline and Cambridge. 

Estimated receipts jump $28,000, while the state income tax gains the 
substantial sum of $90,000.

To raise the above $4,148,903.04 on a valuation of $152,533,200.00 on the 
total taxable Real Estate and Personal Property of the city requires a tax rate 
of $27.20 per thousand, which was declared as the rate for 1929, — a reduction 
of forty cents on the $27.60 rate of 1928. 

The tax rate on Motor Vehicles throughout the state is $29.65. 

♦The loss on Personal Property is apparent rather than real. It is due 
to a shifting of accounts. This year Motor Vehicle taxes do not appear 
property taxes, but as Excise taxes, used above in Estimated Receipts as a 
reduction of the tax levy. If figured on a property basis as in former years, 
Motor Vehicles would represent a total value of $9,521,840.00, which added 
to all the other Personal Property would make the total Personal Property 
$25,090,740.00.

Some months ago a petition was cir- 
culated by the members of the New- 
ton Business Associates and filed at 
city hall asking for the installation 
of better street lights in the business 
section of Newton Corner. During the 
past two weeks a crew of employees 
of the street dpartment under the di- 
rection of Charles A. Mahoney, in- 
spector of street lights, have been 
laying conduit pipes in Centre street 
between Church street and the rail 
road bridge. Employees of the En- 
gineering Department of the Edison 
Electric Illuminating Company have 
been laying pipe conduits in the large 
mains on Washington street. The ac 
tual installation of the concrete posts 
is expected to be started within 
few days but as to when the lights 
will be in operation no definite infor- 
mation is available. 

Following the filing of the petition 
with Street Commissioner George E. 
Stuart’s office the Edison engineers 
were consulted and plans for the new 
lights made. Locations for the fifty- 
eight poles which will extend from 
the Watertown line almost to Church 
street on Centre street, from Park 
street to Thornton street on Washing- 
ton street, and from Centre to Bacon 
street on Pearl street with a few 
lights on Hall and Elmwood streets. 
The new lights will be on poles of 
Hpun concrete. 18 feet in height and 
the lights are to be 1500 candlepower 
incandescent. They will be similar to 
those that have been installed in New 
ton Centre and Auburndale business 
districts and along Lowell avenue from 
Washington street to Commonwealth 
avenue. 

In addition to installing the poles 
and lights considerable work must be 
done at the power plant in order to 
provide enough current to supply the 
lights of increased candlepower and 
necessarily this work cannot be ac- 
complished in a few hours.

Ex-Alderman Walter A. Hodgdon 
To Run For Mayor Against Weeks 

Former Opponent of Childs Two Years Ago and President of 
“Gov. Smith Club of Newton” 


Never in recent years has the politi- 
cal situation in Newton been stirred 
by announcements and rumors prior 
to August first as is now. Not quite 
two months ago the first public an- 
nouncement was made by Sinclair 
Weeks, president of the Newton Board 
of Aldermen, that he would be a can- 
didate for Mayor at the coming elec- 
tion next December 9th. Following 
the announcement Mayor Childs 
stated that he had made no decision 
as to his future plans and until last 
week when he definitely announced 
his intention of not being a candidate 
against Weeks the political pot had 
again quieted down considerably. 

The retirement of Mayor Childs 
from the 1929 race left Weeks alone 
in the field. This week the candidacy 
of former Alderman Walter A. Hodg- 
don was publicly announced and it is 
rumored that before many weeks have 
elapsed that there will be still other 
candidates In opposition to both 
Weeks and Hodgdon. 

In the election of 1927 Mayor Childs 
was opposed by Hodgdon who polled 
about 2800 votes. As one of the or- 


ganizers and president of the “Gov. 
Alfred E. Smith Club of Newton” that 
supported the New York politician for 
president last fall Hodgdon has prob- 
ably increased his political strength 
considerably. The local Smith club 
won commendation from the National 
Democratic Headquarters as one of 
the most energetic in the East when 
it was one of the biggest factors in 
turning out a poll of 10,500 votes for 
Smith. The retirement of Mayor 
Childs brought about Hodgdon’s deci- 
sion to run against Weeks. He stated 
that had Childs remained In the field 
he would not be a candidate himself. 

As there are many weeks coming 
before Election Day it is highly prob- 
able that the Newton voters will again 
use the preferential system of vot- 
ing for Mayor. The announcement by 
a third candidate for the office is all 
that is needed. Under the preferential 
system a candidate polling a majority 
of first choices is elected but if no 
candidate has a majority the second 
choice rotes are added to the first 
choices and the candidate with the 
highest total is declared elected. 


FRAMINGHAM BUS SERVICE 
DELAYED 

The plan to substitute busses for 
the trolley cars from Newton Corner 
to Framingham has been indefinitely 
held up because of failure of the Mid- 
dlesex & Boston St. Ry. Co., and the 
towns of Wellesley and Natick to come 
to terms on matters pertaining to a 
change of fare limits in those towns. 
The change was supposed to have 
been effected on July 1st and the 
street railway company has already 
been granted a permit to run the 
busses from West Newton to the Wel- 
lesley line at Lower Falls. The per- 
mit covering bus service to West New- 
ton from Newton Cbrner now used by 
the Newton-Waltham bus lines will 
cover the proposed service on the 
route to Framingham. 

In Natick and Wellesley the Select- 
men have sought revision of the fare 
limits without success. The Depart- 
ment of Public Utilities has notified 
both towns that any terms agreed 
upon by the towns and the company 
would be approved but the railway is 
not willing to make the desired 
changes. Wellesley asks for an ex- 
tension of the east bound fare limit 
to include the Newton Hospital. In- 
asmuch as the Selectmen of the towns 
do not seem to be inclined to grant 
the company bus permits until their 
changes are agreed to the long- 
awaited bus service from Newton to 
Framingham is apparently as remote 
as ever.

ABOUT TOWN

The decision of Mayor Edwin O. 
Childs not to ho n candidate for re- 
election to this office next December 
makes definite the end of a remark- 
able era in the political history of this 
city. It is nearly sixteen years since 
n group of citizens of Newton pre- 
vailed upon Mr. Childs to enter the 
realm of politics. Although his candi- 
dacy wns taken rather lightly by the 
"Old Guard”, that coterie of influential 
residents of this city who for a con- 
siderable period had controlled the 
political destinies of the Garden City, 
the sagacity of those who selected him 
as their candidate was proved when 
he won the 1913 contest for the Mayor- 
alty. 

During the years which followed he 
entrenched himself so firmly in the 
good graces of the majority of the elec- 
torate of Newton that he was regarded 
as practically unbeatable. His politi- 
cal strength was unique. His support- 
ers came from quite diversified ele- 
ments in the community. His honesty 
and conservatism won for him the ap- 
proval of wealthy citizens, his dem- 
ocracy, his sympathetic treatment of 
city employees made him popular with 
the working classes. A staunch church 
member and a pronounced dry, he 
could depend for a heavy following 
from the church goers and prohibition 
advocates. Prominent in fraternal or- 
ganizations. he gained hundreds of 
friends from contacts made through 
these channels. His disdain for race 
and religious prejudice secured for 
him thousands of admirers from those 
who are targets for intolerant persons. 
It became a common belief in Newton 
that "Childs can't be beaten." And 
there are many in the city, even among 
those who have never been politically 
friendly to the Mayor, who still think 
so. 

With Mayor Childs definitely out of 
the race and considering the impetus 
already gained by Mr. Weeks’ candi- 
dacy anyone aspiring to compete for 
election to the office of Mayor for the 
coming term would have some task 
to achieve what has been termed "a 
commendable ambition.” Like Mr. 
Childs, the President of the Board of 
Aldermen has a host of friends, both 
rich and poor. A young man who 
takes life seriously, a worker through 
choice and not of necessity, possessed 
as lie is of considerable wealth, it 
has been his ambition for quite some- 
time to become Mayor of Newton as a 
forward step in a political career. His 
friends have been conducting a sys- 
tematic campaign since he announced 
his candidacy and it is certain that 
this campaign will be continued with 
increasing vigor between now and De- 
cember 9.

Several weeks ago Chief Randlett 
of the Fire Department requested the 
Street Department to remove the traf- 
fic signal at the end of Centre avenue 
near Centre street. Centre avenue Is 
narrow and it was feared that the long 
aerial ladder truck, which will travel 
along Centre avenue in answering cer- 
tain boxes from the new fire station, 
would hit the signal while making the 
turn. A member of the Traffic Com- 
mittee of the Aldermen was acquaint- 
ed with the proposed removal of the 
signal and suggested that as soon as 
it was taken down it should be re- 
placed with a corner signal such as Is 
at the intersection of Jewett and Pearl 
streets. It was also suggsted that 
several domes, such as define traffic 
lines at Governor Square in Boston be 
placed at the end of Centre avenue so 
that automobiles making left turns 
from Centre avenue into Centre street 
would keep to the right of the inter- 
section. It was agreed that these safe- 
guards would be placed at this dan- 
gerous corner. 

The traffic signal which has been 
removed from the location mentioned 
lias been very effective in stopping ac- 
cidents from occurring at this dan- 
gerous corner. Before it was installed 
there a number of accidents had oc- 
curred at this place, either because 
of automobiles making sharp left turns 
into Centre street, or coming from 
Centre street into Centre avenue and 
not keeping to the right of the centre 
of intersection. The traffic safe- 
guards should be placed at this corner 
without delay. 


The removal of Engine 1 company 
from the old building which had 
housed this fire-fighting outfit for 60 
years to the new quarters on Washing- 
ton street, near Centre avenue brought 
hack memories to older residents of 
the Newton Corner section.

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as its engineer in 1868. He was the 
first permanent employee of the New- 
ton Fire Department. In 1874 he was 
succeeded by Frank Judkins who was 
a member of the department. 

Other old-timers who will be re- 
called as having served with Engine 
1 were “Jim” Henthorn its first regu- 
lar driver. He drove but a short time, 
from March 1874 until May, 1875 when 
he transferred to the police depart- 
ment. He was followed by Frank Har- 
rington, John Deary, W’illinm Mowry 
and J. Frank Cotton. 

The old hose reel which was used 
in conjunction with Engine 1 did not 
have a permanent fireman for a driver 
until 1887 when Frank Liddell was ap- 
pointed. He drove the reel but for a 
comparatively short time and was suc- 
ceeded by Frank Dexter who was 
driver for two years. Then came 
Patsy" Carroll who drove the old 
hose-wagon for a number of years. 

Other memories of the old days of 
Engine 1 are those of the swift and 
sturdy horses which drew it; of 
Ned” the magnificent big bay that 
pulled the hose-reel for many years. 
Memories of the men and youths who 
served faithfully and enthusiastically 
as call-firemen in the days of Auld 
Lang Syne. Leaving their work day- 
times and rushing from their homes 
in the still hours of the night to fight 
fires for a yearly salary of $100 or 
less, with deductions for fires not 
answered. Memories of the celebra- 
tions at and near the ohl fire house 
on the night before t lie "Fourth" and 
on the “Fourth." Thu bonfire in No- 
nantum Square with tar-barrels as 
fuel. Firecrackers galore set off in 
front of the house. Noi was firewa- 
ter lacking altogether. Memories of 
the old overcoats with the caps worn 
by the volunteer firemen; overcoats 
obtained from the surplus stock made 
for the Union Army during the Civil 
War. Good cloth, but rather warm 
to wear at a hot lire. It was quite 
appropriate that John Horrigan of 
Church street should come along 
Washington street just after the ap- 
paratus and its crews arrived at the 
new quarters. Mr. Horrigan served 
on the old call-department for many 
years; officiating as foreman of the 
company for a considerable period. 

Modern motorized fire fighting ap- 
paratus is much more efficient than 
was the old horse-drawn apparatus. 
But the old thrill is lucking. The ex- 
citement occasioned as the call-fire- 
men rushed down Washington street 
to jump on the hose-reel (or wagon) 
as it pulled out of the house; the 
thrill of the reel slowing down to al- 
low some "fireman" who had not made 
the house to be pulled on the rear 
step of the wagon. The thrill of the 
engine drawn by plunging horses with 
showers of sparks from the quick 
burning cannel coal emerging from the 
smokestack. Those days are gone — 
forever. 

NEWTON HOSPITAL 

During the week ending July 27, 
1929, there were 159 patients in the 
hospital. Fifty-seven of this number 
paid as much as cost of care or more, 
GO patients paid less than cost of 
care, and 42, including babies, were 
treated free of charge. There were 
seventeen babies born — eight girls and 
nine boys. 102 patients were treated 
by the Out-Fat lent Department. Eight 
social service calls wereu made at 
nomes, and six patients were trans- 
ferred by the social service car. 

Of the sixteen accidents which oc- 
curred during the week, eight were 
caused uy automobiles. One woman 
received lacerations of the scalp and 
several cruises. Another received a 
laceration on the right knee and con 
tusion of the forehead. Another was 
a boy who received a small laceration 
of the scalp and had a question of a 
tinctured skull. The fourth was a 
man who received a laceration on the 
forehead. The other four automobile 
accidents were girls. One received 
small abrasions of the face, another re- 
ceived lacerations of the forehead, the. 

I third strained the muscles of her 
| back, and the fourth is thought to 
have fractured her skull. Of the re- 
maining accidents, six were men. 
One sprained his ankle when he 
turned it on a stone. Another strained 
his elbow when pushing a truck with 
nis hand The third received lucera- 
lions of the right great toe— the 
four ih also receiving lacerations and 
fracture of the right great toe. The 
Iif th Is Thought to have fractured his 
ribs and received many bruises when 
thrown several feet Into the air by 
a plank, and the sixth fractured the 
hones of his left hand when a rock 
fell on Ills bund. The last two ac- 
cidents weie hoys, one of whom re- 
ceived lacerations of the forehead, 
which lie cut on a windshield, and the 
ctlier received abrusions of the head 
when In; was hit with a golf stick.

Swedish Vikings Not 

Only Great Fighters 

The Swedish Viking was not merely 
a feared raider. He was also a busi- 
nesslike trader.

Ancient Im- 
plements. weapons, coins and pottery 
found in Sweden prove t hat the In- 
habit mils entertained trade relations 
with their neighbors on t he European 
continent as early as 0.000 years ago. 

These relations attained their hey- 
day about 1500 to 1300 B. C. The urt, 
ornaments, designs and habits of the 
Mediterranean people strongly Influ- 
enced the Swedes, through the latter 
developed them Into an independent 
and national Swedish culture.

Invention of Compass 

Tito origin of the mnrlner’s com- 
pass Is obscure. By some students 
the Instrument wns said to hnve been 
introduced Into Europe from the Enst. 
Of Iters say If was n Western Inven- 
tion. It was certainly known to Euro- 
pean navigators ns early os the 
Twelfth century. Guyot de Provlns, 
whose satirical "blhle" Is supposed to 
have boon completed In 1205, de- 
scribed "a contrivance" of sallori 
which never deceived them. 

‘‘They hnve nn ugly brown stone 
which nttrncts Iron," he wrote. "They 
mark the exact quarter to which the 
needle points, which they hnve 
rubbed on this stone, and afterward 
stuck Into a straw. They merely put 
It In wafer. In which the strnw onuses 
It to swim; then the point turns di- 
rectly toward the (North) star, with 
such certainty that It will never fall.” 

Guyot wrote about the compnss ns 
If It were a new thing, but other writ- 
ings revenl that the English In the 
Twelfth century had already mounted 
the needle on n pivot and so done 
nwny with the strnw aid water.— 
New York Times. 


No Prize Offered for 

“Mare’s Nest” Discovery 

"Mnre’s Nest" Is a phrase which we 
occasionally hear and which we un- 
derstand to refer to almost any sort 
of n discovery which upon Its face 
nnd nt first sight seems to he of con 
shlernble Importance, hut which sub 
sequent ly Is ascertained to be n hoax. 
By Inference, therefore, a "mare’s 
nest" tins acquired the mennlng of 
something that does not exist 

Just how the expression originated 
Is not clearly established. However. 
It Is authentically conceded that It 
was first employed over 300 years ago 
by John Fletcher nnd that he himself 
probably adapted It from nn earlier 
phrase, "horse’s nest.” which. In the 
then vernacular, referred to any story 
worn threndbnre by constant repetl 
tlon. Tills latter is said to hnve been 
first used by Stnnyhurst at the end 
of the Sixteenth century. 

The line, "He’s come upon a mnre’s 
nest nnd Is Inughlng nt the eggs,” Is 
frequently hoard In Ireland to express 
derision nt somebody who thinks he 
has discovered something startling 
when It Is In fact something known 
to all. — Kansas rity Times. 


Swedes Lovers of Beauty 

To keep the Swedish railroad stn 
tlons cheery, the state-owned rnll 
roads maintain a special flower gar- 
den nnd hothouse outside of Stock- 
holm. About 50,000 potted plants and 
100.000 perennials nre annually dis- 
tributed to tlie stations of the Stock- 
holm district nlone, nnd the big cen 
trnl station In Stockholm gets not 
only huge potted laurel trees for the 
summer season, hut fresh cut flowers 
every day. In the country practically 
every railroad station has its own 
flower beds, cared for hy the person- 
nel between trains nnd like the spot- 
less butTets or restaurants Inside, they 
add considerably to the Joy of trnvei.

NEWTON HOSPITAL 


During the week ending July 20, 
1929, there were 152 patients in the 
hospital. Sixty of this number paid 
as much as cost of care or more, 
fifty paid less than cost of care, and 
forty-two, including babies, were 
treated free. There were twenty-one 
babies born, twelve girls and nine boys. 
127 patients were treated by the Out 
Patient Department. Eleven social 
service calls were made at homes, and 
seven patients were transferred by the 
social service car. 

Of the eighteen accidents occuring 
during the week, only three were 
caused by automobiles. The first was 
a man who suffered from an injury to 
the left hip, the second was a woman 
who received lacerations of head and 
men. One man fractured his left wrist 
while the third was a woman who re- 
ceived lacerations of the nose and chin, 
On the remaining accidents, four were 
men. One man fractured his lef wrist 
when a plank fell on his arm, another 
suffered a partial amputation of the 
third and fourth fingers of the left 
hand, the third had lacerations of an 
ear, and the fourth suffered an In- 
jury to the left foot when a plank 
fell on It. Three were women. One 
had a lacerated tendon of the right 
thumb, the second fractured her right 
shoulder when she fell from a horse, 
and the third received abrasions of 
the face when she fell from a motor- 
cycle. Four of the remaining acci- 
dents were boys. One boy injured his 
back when a flag pole fell on him, an- 
other fractured his elbow, the third 
received abrasions and lacerations of 
the left foot when a hydraulic weight 
fell on his foot, and the fourth frac- 
tured his right arm when he fell from 
a stcpladder. Three were children. 
One child fractured the left arm when 
he fell from the back of an ice wagon, 
another fractured the left collar bone, 
while the third received lacerations of 
the left ankle, which he cut when 
swimming. The last was a girl who 
burned her face, back, and left hand 
with hot water and oil. 

The hospital would appreciate re- 
ceiving flowers from the gardens in 
Newton. Flowers add so much cheer 
to the attractive entrance.

His Life Dedicated to 

Fight on Tuberculosis 

Dr. Edward Livingston Trudeau, the 
pioneer in the modern trentmenf of 
ttibert tilosla In America, was himself 
a sufferer from the disease. In spite 
of Ids Illness, however, he did much 
experimental work as well as ding 
nosls and treatment. I>r. J A. Myers. 
In a sketch of Doctor Trudeau's life 
In H.vgeln Magazine, observes that 
perhaps nothing In the whole field of 
medicine In the last fifty years hns 
done so much directly and Indirectly 
to relieve suffering and extend the 
yenrs of useful ness of so ninny peo 
pie as the principles that this pliysl 
clan laid down at the sunltorium at 
Saranac Lake. 

It was Trudeau who opened the 
first laboratory for the study of tuber- 
culosis In America. It was he who 
first grasped the principle of tuber 
eulosls immunity. It was he who did 
the first experimental work In tuher 
eulosls In this country. It was he who 
first stained and visualized the tuber- 
cle bacillus in this country. It was he 
who built that pioneer snnitnrium nt 
Saranac Lake which has treated more 
than 0,1)00 pntients ami today stands 
In the front rank of such institutions. 


Sacred Stone of Erin 

Lodged in Cathedral 

The ancient Clogh-Oir stone from 
which L'logher, Ireland. Is said to 
have derived its mime, has, with the 
consent of the bishop of Clogher, 
been' placed In the vestibule of St. 
Macartnn’s cathedral, to preserve It 
from the weather. The Clogh-Oir 
stone Is said to have been one of the 
three snered stones of Erin, the oth- 
ers being the Lin Fall, or Stone of 
Destiny, which rests under the corona- 
tion chair In Westminster abbey, and 
the Crom Cuagh. which Is supposed 
to have bowed before St. Patrick. 
This famous stone which has hitherto 
rested against the north wall of the 
cnthedral. was visited nt one time by 
Concoher MncVessn. high king of Ul- 
ster. Canon Maguire, who wrote a 
commentary on the register of Clog- 
her in 14fX), states: “This snered 
stone wns preserved on the right of 
the entrance Into the church, nnd 
traces of the gold with which It has 
been covered by the worshipers of the 
Idol Ceomeod Celsetncht are still vis- 
ible.” 


Early Street Lighting 

Some form of artificial light mnst 
have been In use for domestic pur- 
poses from the very earliest times, 
hut though large cities nnd a high 
state of civilization existed among 
the Egyptians. Greeks and Romans, 
the systematic lighting of streets wns 
unknown to them. From the writings 
of l.lhnnlns. however, who lived In the 
beginning of the Fourth century after 
Christ, we may conclude that the 
streets of his native city, Antioch, 
were lighted by lamps, nnd Edessa. 
In Syria, was similarly Illuminnted 
about A. D. 500. Of modern cities 
Paris wns the first to light Its streets. 
In the beginning of the Sixteenth 
century It was much Infested with 
robbers nnd Incendiaries, so that the 
Inhabitants were ordered In 1524 to 
keep lights burning nfter nine o’clock 
In the evening before all houses 
fronting a street 


Louisiana Purchase 

In the treuty providing for the Loui- 
siana Purchase there was no definition 
of the boundaries of the territory. 
When the American commissioners in- 
sisted upob a definition of the extent, 
they were Informed that the boun 
daries were the same as they had 
been when the land was in the hands 
of the French, that is. according to 
Barthler’s original treaty of retroces- 
sion. It Included Louisiana west of 
the Mississippi, Arkansas, Missouri. 
Iowa, Minnesota west of the Missis 
sippl. the Dakotas, Nebraska. Wyom 
Ing. Montuna, most of Kansas. Indian 
Territory and Colorado east of the 
Rocky mountains. 


Famous Building 

The Mormon tabernacle In Salt Lnke 
City Is 250 feet long by 150 feet wide 
and SO feet high, nnd sents from 0.000 
to 8.000 people. Its self-supporting 
roof rests on pillars or buttresses of 
re<l sandstone, which are from ten to 
twelve feet apart In the entire circum- 
ference of thp building. No nails were 
used In making the roof, the timbers 
being tied In places with cowhide nnd 
held together with wooden pegs. It 
was begun In 1803. In its shape the 
Mormon tabernacle is a perfect el- 
lipse. 


River Divides States 

The north buuk of the Ohio river is 
the northern boundary of the stute of 
Kentucky, the exact boundury line be 
ing fixed by the low-water mnrk of the 
river. The Jurisdiction of the state of 
Kentucky extends to the low-water 
mark on the Indiana side. The United 
States government has Jurisdiction 
over tiie whole river, as fur as com 
tneree is concerned. According to the 
Constitution the federal government 
has a right to regulate commerce, and 
the Ohio river Is the commercial high- 
way.

Whistling is the boy’a own music, 
according to the Springfield Kcpuh- 
licfin. It Is as natuml for him to 
whistle as It Is for a bird to sing — 
although tin* music Is not always ns 
melodious. But whistling, like other 
practices, Is restrained In society by 
unwritten rules of etiquette. It Is In- 
teresting tt> view this subject from the 
standpoint of manners. 

A hoy reprimanded, a servant dis- 
missed, goes away whistling. If he 
dares. He wishes to express contempt, 
nnd he succeeds, at least, In enraging 
his master generally. A hobbledehoy 
who commits some breach of the pro- 
prieties commonly hursts Inton whistle 
This Is to save Ills face, meaning no 
harm; hut It signifies “I don’t care!’’ 
which Is Just the reverse of the apolo- 
gy needed. At best It shows Indiffer- 
ence; nt worst, as the dullest feel. In- 
sult nnd provocation.

Old Churches Put to 

Variety of Purposes 

The oldest English social Ins tit utlon 
is the purisb vestry. It is a descend 
ant of the tribal council of mos* prim 
Itive human establishment, combined 
with the nearly us old Institution ot 
religiou. This body of persons In 
trusted with the administration of the 
temporal alTalrs of » parish was so 
called from the former custom of 
holding parish meetings in the vestry 
of the church. In ancient England 
vestries regulated all parochial affairs, 
ecclesiastical or civil. Indeed, the 
purlsh church of the Fourteenth cen 
fury was the common hall, sometimes 
rhe jommon market plnee and theater 
of Its district. When the Host and 
portable altar were removed the 
church would be employed for all pur- 
poses. A lundowner who found he 
had more wool or grain than he could 
take care of on his own premises 
could store It In the church simply 
by paying a small fee to the parson 
Even the tower of the church wns 
used. Especially in the more exposed 
districts near the sen. It wns a place 
of refuge, the castle of the Inhabl 
tnnts. — Detroit News.

If the Children’s Museum charged 
admission, which it never does, it 
would have to raise the price for next 
Sunday afternoon’s talk at 3:30, for 
frogs, salamanders, spiders, ants and 
bees are included in the single occa- 
sion, with a special motion picture 
reel for each. We will follow the frog 
from his quaint babyhood to grown-up 
estate. We will see the salamanders 
of other countries as well as our own 
more common type, the newt. We will 
watch the spider building his gossamer 
house, and we will follow the ants and 
bees about their daily routine, very 
smnll creatures who teach us very 
large lessons in industry, co-operation 
and even artistry. 

And don’t forget, before you leave 
the lecture room, to take a look at 
"Monsters of our Back Yards,” the 
interesting chart showing pictures of 
insects magnified mnny times their 
usual size: and just so you won’t he 
misled, there Is the real insect at- 
tached to the corner of each picture. 
The "monsters” Include the mosquito, 
ant, swallow-tail butterfly, spider, and 
katydid, among others. You will dis- 
cover that the butterfly's huge black 
and white spots which look like rather 
nightmarish eyes, and doubtless ap- 
pear so to his enemies, are not eyes 
at all. His real eyes are almost in- 
distinguishable affairs far down in 
front. And next time you hear Mr. 
Katydid singing of a summer evening, 
remember that Mrs. Katydid is listen- 
ing in rapt attention with ears located 
in her legs, just below the knee 
joint! 

Hammond’s Woods, Newton Center, 
was the mecca of last Wednesday’s 
field trip under the auspices of the 
Museum Summer School of Nature 
Lore. Led by Miss Mildred Seymour 
of the Museum Staff, some fifteen 
children spent the day studying flow- 
ers, trees, geology, insects, birds, and 
pond life. Collections of tree leaves, 
butterflies, insects, frogs, rocks and 
minerals were made, and these were 
classified, studied and labeled at the 
regular laboratory meeting on Thurs- 
day morning. From the point of view 
of combined recreation and instruc- 
tion. these trips are highly beneficial 
to the boys and girls participating. 
Further zest is added to the occasion 
by the remembrance that on next 
Prize Day prizes will be awarded for 
the best collections and for the best 
essays on the summer work. Next 
Wednesday, August 7. the group will 
visit Spot Pond, to study the pond life 
there. 

Every day brings scores of children 
from playgrounds and settlement 
houses for an all-day visit A tour of 
the Museum and an explanation of 
its treasures, besides a special illus- 
trated talk on the children of other 
lands, or a natural history story, or a 
folk tale, ure not the least of the 
day’s offerings. And never was the 
freedom of green grass, and a chance 
to eat their picnic lunches under tall 
shade trees on the shores of Jamaica 
Pond, more appreciated than by these 
children from the heart of the city. 

Tomorrow’s talk at 3:00 is "In 
Ant Subways.” The children will see 
real ant nests, and hear about the 
wonderful caverns and galleries hid- 
den under ordinary ant hills. Next 
week’s talks are as follows: Monday, 
August 5, Myths of the Northland. 
Wednesday. August 7. Our Brown Fili- 
pino Neighbors. Friday, August 9, 
Starfish and their Neighbors.

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New South Side Junior 
High To Cost $750,000 

No Definite Steps To lie Taken Until 
Next Year 

Three quarters of a million dollars 
Is the approximate cost of the new 
junior high school building to be 
erected on the South Side according 
to an estimate prepared by Public 
Buildings Commissioner Cecil C. 
Chadwick for the joint committee on 
school buildings. 

At a meeting held last week Thurs- 
day evening the joint committee ex- 
amined sketches of the proposed plant 
presented by a firm of architects. In 
view of the chunge in the Mayor’s 
office next January first it Is practical- 
ly certain that no definite action will 
be taken by either the joint commit- 
tee or the board of aldermen until 
next year. 

The committee approved the selec- 
tion of the "Paul estate,” a portion of 
which is now owned by the city, as 
the site for the proposed building. It 
will be necessary to purchase one or 
two small adjoining lots if the school 
is erected there.

It is believed 
that weakness brought on by hunger 
caused the collapse.

City Wants Control 

Of Ware’s Cove 

Arm ngeiuenta To Be Made With 
M. I). Commission 


The city has begun arrangements 
to secure complete control of Ware’s 
Cove, Au'burndale, for the use of New- 
ton residents during the winter 
months under the supervision of the 
playground department. The cove is 
now under the Jurisdiction of the Met- 
ropolitan District Commission and lit- 
tle difficulty is expected in securing 
the transfer. 

Some years ago the city installed 
a public rink and lighting system at 
Bullough’s Pond, Newtonville which 
is thronged to capacity when the ice 
is in good condition. The fact that 
steam from the Edison transformer 
plant on Homer street is continually 
emptying into the brook that onters 
the pond is said to be partially the 
reason for lack of good ice except 
in extremely cold weather. Perhaps 
the changing seasons have more or 
less to do with this same fault. But 
in the last few years there has been 
but a comparatively short time dur- 
ing which the public and the high 
sdhool hockey team can use Bullough’s 
pond. Last winter the majority of 
tiie games on Newton’s schedule were 
played at Ware’s Cove. Many of the 
other schools from nearby requested 
and received permission to use the 
rink when Newton was not using it. 
Sheltered from the sun and in a nat- 
ural enclosure where it is free from 
swift currents the Cove is one of the 
first places in Newton to freeze suit- 
able for skating. And it also remains 
frozen much longer than any other 
spot. A cold snap followed by a day 
or two of thaw which melts the ice 
at Bullough’s pond has little or no ef- 
fect at Ware’s Cove. 

Some time ago an attempt was 
made to have the city put lights over 
the water for use of night skaters but 
this was blocked until the city could 
gain control of the Cove.

WEST NEWTON CHURCH TO 
REVERSE PROGRAM 


At the suggestion of the Rev. 
Charles M. Sheldon, author of “In His 
Steps,” the Lincoln Park Baptist 
Church, Rev. John Shade Franklin, 
pastor, is reversing the usual order of 
worship for this Sunday by placing 
the sermon at the beginning of the 
service. The purpose of this change 
is to emphasize the importance of 
worship per se for those who come to 
church. Dr. Sheldon believes that the 
sermon should be preparatory to the 
worship. 

It is urged that in order to make 
this new program as successful as 
possible the good folk who plan to 
attend come on time at 10:45 o’clock. 
A prominent journalist in commenting 
on the menace of tardiness involved 
in the idea suggested that people very 
seldom miss trains and that we have 
really fostered a slovenly attitude 
toward promptness in coming to 
church by under-emphasizing the value 
of the worship service. 

The music program for this Sunday 
will be carried out by Mr. Hugo D. 
Sharp, organist. Miss Ruth Perkins, 
alto, and Mr. W. Kenneth Bowers, 
violinist. The sermon subject is 
"Rest For Labor." 


NEWTON HOSPITAL 

During the week ending August 3, 
1929, 114 patients were treated by the 
Out-Patient Department. There were 
ten calls by the Social Service Depart- 
ment and six people were transferred 
by the social service car. Eleven 
babies were born — six girls and five 
boys. 

Of the sixteen accident cases treat- 
ed during the week, nine were boys. 
One cut his finger with a piece of 
glass. Another burned his leg, side 
and arm with hot water. The third 
received lacerations of the scalp when 
he was hit with a piece of ice. The 
fourth injured his knee when 
he fell on a cement sidewalk. The 
fifth received a laceration on the sole 
of his foot when he stepped on a piece 
of glass. The sixth had a foreign body 
in his eye, and of the last three boys, 
two were hurt in automobile accidents, 
one had a fractured skull and the other 
fractured his leg. and the third lac- 
erated the skin around his fingernail 
when he jammed His finger in a car 
door. 

Four of the accident cases were 
men. One received slight abrasions 
of the face when he fell into a trench. 
Another received bruises on the back 
of his head when he fell. The third 
had some lime in his eye, and the 
fourth was in an automobile accident, 
receiving a fractured skull. 

Two of the remaining three accident 
cases were women — one of whom got 
a needle in her left hand when wash- 
ing, and the other received abrasions 
on both legs when she fell on some 
cement steps. 

The last accident case was a girl 
who was poisoned with iodine. 

During the month of July, 597 pa- 
tients wore admitted to the hospital, 
including 134 as out-patients and for 
x-ray. 432 were discharged. The 
largest number of patients in any 
twenty-four hours was 163 — the 
smallest, 112. The daily average for 
the month was 136.23. Sixty-nine 
babies' were horn — 40 girls and 29 
boys. 490 patients wore treated by 
tho out-patient department. The So- 
cial Worker made 46 calls in the 
hospitul and 48 in the homes.

Judge Raymond Dies 
At Newton Centre 


Superior Court Justice 
Lawyer 


Was Noted 


Robert Fulton Raymond, senior jus- 
tice of the Superior Court, died sud- 
denly on Sunday, August fourth, at 
Ills home, 71 Montvale road, Newton 
Centre. His death was due to heart 
failure, although he had apparently 
been In good health and able to at- 
tend to his Judicial duties regularly. 
He was in his 72nd year. 

Judge Raymond was horn in Stam- 
ford, Conn., June 15, 1858, a son of 
Lewis and Sarah A. (Jones) Raymond. 
His ancestors settled in Salem about 
1630, and thence removed to Stam- 
ford, where many generations of tho 
family have lived. Mr. Raymond’s 
great-grandfather. David Raymond, 
was a soldier of the Continental Army. 
His father was a prominent citizen of 
Stamford, and held various local of- 
fices. 

Mr. Raymond attended the district 
schools of his native town, and in 
1874, when sixteen years of age, went 
to New Bedford and entered the high 
school, from which he was graduated 
in 1877. He subsequently attended 
Wesleyan University at Middleton, 
Conn., one year, and taught school 
in Marlon, Plymouth County, two 
years, keeping up his college studies 
in the menntime. In 1880 he came to 
Boston, where he taught a private Lat- 
in school Tor one year and also at- 
tended lectures at Harvard College. 

In 1881 he entered the Harvard Law 
School, where he studied for two 
years. He was admitted to the Bris- 
tol County bar at the June term. 1883, 
and to the United States Circuit 
Court, Aug. 16, 1898. Shortly after 
his admission Mr. Raymond formed a 
partnership with William C. Parker 
for the practice of law in New Bed- 
ford under the firm name of Parker & 
Raymond. This continued until 1885, 
after which time he practiced alone. 

His practice, which grew to exten- 
sive proportions, was of a general na- 
ture, and at frequent intervals he ap- 
peared as counsel in cases of more 
than ordinary importance, Including 
the Elizabeth Taber will case, which 
Involved upward of $500,000, and the 
trial for murder of Minnie Mooney, to 
whose defence he was assigned by 
Judge Henry K. Braley. He was ap- 
pointed by the Supreme Judicial Court 
of Massachusetts one of the trustees 
with the work of closing up the affairs 
of the Commonwealth Loan and Trust 
Company, and in this capacity made 
frequent trips to various Western 
States. 

Mr. Raymond was a prominent pub- 
lic speaker, and delivered numerous 
addresses on religious, temperance, 
patriotic and political subjects. Al- 
though an active and stanch Republi- 
can, frequently serving as a dele- 
gate to party conventions, he never 
sought public office. He was an in- 
defatigable collector of books and 
owned one of the best and most val- 
uable private libraries in New Bed- 
ford, numbering some three thousand 
volumes. It is especially rich in Amer- 
ican history, economics, etc., and full 
in general lines, including German 
and French, as well as English liter- 
ature. 

In 1894 he took the LL.B. degree 
at Harvard Law School. Mr. Raymond 
was a foundation member of the New 
Red ford Bar Association and was a 
member of Acushnet Lodge of Odd 
Fellows, of the Harvard Law School 
Alumni Association, and of the Boston 
Wesleyan Club. He was a trustee and 
a member of the board of management 
of the East Greenwich, R. I., Acad- 
emy, a member of the official hoard of 
the County Street Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, a member of various ex- 
ecutive boards of the New England 
Southern Conference, and leader of 
the lay delegation to the General Con- 
ference of 1910 of the M. E. Church. 
He was also a member of the Boston 
Wesleyan Association, which is com- 
posed of twenty men who are trus- 
tees of Zion's Herald. 

In 1907 he was nominated as jus- 
tice of the Superior Court by Govern- 
or Guild to succeed the late Justice 
Lemuel Lebaron Holmes. 

He is survived by his widow, three 
daughters, Miss Anna A. Raymond of 
Milwaukee, Miss Mary Lois Raymond 
of Newton Centre and Mrs. Lyndon 
Oak of Tulsa, Oklahoma, and two sons, 
Allen S. Raymond of Bridgeport. 
Conn., who is a writer, and Major 
Robert F. Raymond of Boston, who is 
prominent In aviation circles. 

Funeral services were held on Mon- 
day afternoon at his late home at four 
thirty o’clock. Bishop Edwin Holt 
Hughes of Chicago and Dr. William 
E. Huntington, president emeritus of 
Boston University, conducted the ser- 
vices. The interment was at Oak 
Grove Cemetery, New Bedford, on 
Tuesday with Dr. J. R. Bartholomew, 
pastor of the Methodist Church at Ed- 
gartown, officiating. 


MRS. HELEN F. SORENSON 

Mrs. Helen F. (Lincoln) Sorenson 
died on Monday evening, August 5th 
nt her late home. 20 Mouadnock road, 
Chestnut Hill, after a long illness. 

Mrs. Sorenson was born in Brook- 
line in 1876, the daughter of the lute 
William H. Lincoln and Cecilia F. 
(Smith) Lincoln of Brookltue. She 
was an artist of ability, starting hor 
career in the Cowles Art School and 
later painting with J. J. Enneking of 
Boston, Cullen Yates of New York and 
Professor Chutterton of Vassur. She 
spent her summers at Ogunquit, Me. 
at tho art colony. She had exhibited 
her work at Vassar College, the Robert 
C. Vose Galleries and Grace Horne 
Gallories in Boston and also at the 
Newton Centre Woman's Club of 
which she wus a member. 

She is survived by her husband, 
Holger J. Sorenson, a sister. Mrs. 
Samuel O. Payson of Lungwood, and 
two brothers, Alexander Lincoln of 
Boston and Henry Lincoln of Los 
Angeles, California.

Newton Has Sixth 

Lowest Tax Rate 

Well Below Average Rate For Cities 
Of State 


The Newton Board of Assessors 
made public this week its report for 
1928 showing this city to have the 
Hixth lowest tax rate in the state of 
Massachusetts and a rate considerably 
lower than the average for the state. 
Thirty-two cities had tax rates higher 
than that of the Garden City of the 
Commonwealth the report shows. The 
average for the state is $30.50 per 
$1000 valuation, higher by $2.90 than 
that of Newton. Chelsea with a $41 
i ate and Holyoke with a $23 rate were 
the highest and lowest city tax rates 
In tho state. 

The assessing department turned 
hack the sum of $1500 in unexpended 
funds at the end of 1928, this amount 
being left from an appropriation of 
$27,350. 

The report also contained a fitting 
tribute to the late Henry Bally, the 
chairman of the board of assessors for 
ten years, who passed away last Sep- 
tember. The tribute follows in part: 

"On September 11th. 1928, Henry 
Bally, the Chairman of the Board, 
passed on after a week’s illness. He 
was appointed on the Board in 1909 
and succeeded Lewis E. Coffin as 
Chairman in 1918. 

“Educated for the law. with 8 years* 
experience in teaching and travel, he 
soon became interested in civic affairs 
and for five years was a member of 
the Board of Aldermen of our city, 
serving as President of the Board for 
the last two years. 

"With this background, and a nat- 
ural aptitude for grasping municipal 
problems, he became at once interest- 
ed in the work of his department. For 
the rest of his life he gave his whole 
.time and strength to the exacting du- 
ties of an Assessor. A judicial tem- 
perament combined with legal training 
was reflected in the many prompt and 
fair decisions which as chairman he 
was called upon to make. 

“As a colleague, his associates on 
the Board recall his unfailing good hu- 
mor and courtesy, a feeling shared by 
all who came in contact with him in 
City Hall. He was a fine type of what 
is most desirable in a public official.”

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EDITORIAL 


While the unthinking tax payer 
may be pleased at the reduction of 
the tax rate from $27.60 to $27.20 a 
study of the situation discloses some 
interesting facts. While it has been 
the custom in the past to take money 
from the Excess and Deficiency ac- 
count to help obtain a lower tax rate 
it was poor judgment in our opinion 
to do so the present year. A glance 
at the needs of the city in 1930 in- 
dicates that heavy bond issues will 
have to be made for new school build- 
ings and other necessities, and with a 
State law requiring a substantial per- 
centage of such improvements to he 
raised in the tax levy, the city fath- 
ers would have used good judgment 
if they had left the $100,000 item in 
the treasury for use next year. It 
should he kept in mind that Newton 
has been passing through a heavy 
building boom during the past two or 
three years which has been reflected 
in the heavy increase in the valua- 
tions of real estate. Figures from the 
building department during the few 
months of 1929 show a substantial re- 
duction in the estimated value of new 
buildings. This fact also indicates 
that there should be a retrenchment 
all along the line. 

— o — 

The street department has evidently 
taken little stock in the many pro- 
tests which have been expressed over 
the use of liquid tar on our streets. 
The contrast between the vulcanized 
pavement on Centre street south of 
the railroad bridge and the tar which 
was spread on the same street this 
week, north of the bridge, has been 
the subject of much comment. 

Dr. Bigelow of the state board of 
health is absolutely right in his sug- 
gestion that stray dogs ought to be 
put out of existence. The city is no 
place to keep dogs unless they are 
kept under constant restraint. Rabies 
is a terrible disease and the lives of 
our children are much more valuable 
than the life of a dog.

CHILDREN’S MUSEUM 


A model of the famous old clipper 
ship "Flying Cloud,” made by Hel- 
mut Buschmann, a Brookline High 
School boy, and complete to the small- 
est detail, Is on exhibition at the Chil- 
dren’s Museum of Boston. The model 
measures about thirty inches, and is 
a marvel of intricate and carefully 
worked out detail. Helmut needs no 
introduction to Museum visitors, for 
two of his boat models are already 
on exhibition. The clipper ship Is 
the third and perhaps most Interest- 
ing addition. Helmut obtained blue- 
prints of t lie original ship, which was 
built in 1851 for Donald MacKay, from 
the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, and worked from last Septem- 
ber until early July of this year on 
the model, averaging about two hours 
a day. The hull is made chiefly of 
packing boxes. The sails are the 
work of Helmut’s mother, and are 
entirely hand made. For making a 
similar set for the model "Constitu- 
tion" at the Boston Museum of Fine 
Arts, Mrs. Buschmann was paid over 
$200. Helmut’s father added his bit 
by painting the tiny Old Glory which 
flies from the mast. An informal vote 
taken among the boys of the visiting 
playground groups at the Museum 
brought forth the fact that the most 
popular Museum exhibit was "the 
boats.” And they meant Helmut’s 
models, which may be seen at the 
right of the Reading Room on the sec- 
ond floor. 

“Starfish and Their Neighbors” is 
the subject of the illustrated talk on 
Friday, August 9, at 3:00. Next 
week’s talks are as follows: Mon- 
day. August 12, at 3:00 "Hindu Tales.”

City’s Debt Jumps 
Nearly Half Million 

Per Capita Debt Is Highest Sinn 
1000 


A report recently issued by Comp- 
troller or Accounts, Daniel White, 
shows that the debt of the city at the 
( lose of the year 1928 was $5,133,* 
244.31, an increase of about $188,000 
over the figures of the proceeding 
year. The per-capita debt of the city, 
based on a supposed population of 
55,000 was $92.49. This is the highest 
since 1909 but is well below the per 
capita debt of other years. In 1898 
the per capita debt was $132.52. Ac- 
cording to the accompanying table 
the lowest per capita debt in late 
years was in 1918 when the debt had 
been so reduced that the per capita 
was but $47.38.

ABOUT TOWN

We have been nHked to comment 
on the practice of some autoirtts who 
travel easterly along Washington 
otreet on the car tracks passing' other 
cars on the right without sounding 
the horn. This practice causes many 
ncar-collisions. 

.Another complaint received con 
cerns the menace occasioned by speed 
ing automobiles around t ho sharp 
curve on Charlesbank road near Rus 
sell road at Newton Corner. Some 
autoists take this curve so recklessly 
that cars are driven onto nearby lawns 
and the !iv*es of children endangered. 

A sidewalk is being constructed In 
front of the new quarters of Engine 
1 at Washington street and Centre 
avenue, Newton Corner. It follows 
the curve of the present open space 
and will not afford proper protection 
to pedestrians travelling to and from 
the railroad station. They will still 
he exposed to automobiles being 
driven around the former Intersection 
of these two streets. Chief of Police 
Burke is going to recommend that 
domes he placed at this location to 
c.efine the courses to he followed by 
cars making the turns at this heavily 
travelled point. 

The Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion is making extensive improve 
ments in the park area on the south 
side of the Charles River between 
Newton and Faneuil. This former salt 
marsh has been drained by a number 
of lines of large pipes and the soil 
lias been plowed up. Hundreds of 
truck-loads of stones and gravel have 
been mixed In with the sour soil at 
the area to permit the planting of 
grass, shrubbery and trees there. 
This area will be developed into one 
of the most attractive parks in the 
Metropolitan District. 

Another complaint made to the 
GRAPHIC is about the growing prac- 
tice of permitting signs to be attached 
io trees and city-owned posts along 
1 ur stree-.s. Many signs may lie seen 
advertising "Houses For Sale." On 
Lincoln street, Newton Highlands, 
sjch signs invite the public to “Have 
s. Look." The person making the com- 
plaint thinks that such signs should 
be removed. 

The writer returned from his an- 
nual vacation this week. One week 
was spent on Cape Cod which is as 
delightful as ever — the only thing 
there to mar an otherwise perfect va 
cation country being, as usual, the 
mosquitoes. The towns along the 
Cape ought to by some means or other 
attrnct to that region each summer 
an army of bats (the winged variety) 
to war on the mosquitoes. 

After returning from the Cape we 
started, the latter part of last week 
for New Hampshire to spend a quiet 
week-end. According to plans this 
was to have been spent near Newfound 
Lake. Upon arriving at the lake we 
found it to he much under its normal 
level because of the long drouth and 
as we have a peculiar antipathy 
against observing water at a low level 
we motored on through Plymouth, 
through Franconia Notch, through 
Llttletown and on to Saint Joluisbury. 
There we stopped for a light lunch and 
continued on, as darkness fell, to 
reach Willoughby Lake where we ex- 
pected to find a lodging for the night. 

Unfortunately for our plan, a new 
road has been constructed between 
West Burke and Newport since last 
we visited this region. It is now the 
principal highway for motor cars and 
in the dark we drove along It suppos- 
ing we were headed towards Willough- 
by Lake. This road landed us in Bar- 
ton. Vermont, north of the lake, so we 
continued on to Newport. Vermont 
There we hired a room in a small 
hotil adjoining the railroad station. 
Had we realized that the Canadian 
Pacific railroad operated so many lo- 
comotives into and through Newport 
during the late night and early morn- 
ing hours we would have bunked

EDITORIAL 

If Mr. Louis K. Liggett a member of 
the Republican National Committee is 
correctly quoted in the newspapers, 
in attributing in a recent speech at 
Fall River one of the causes of the 
defeat of Hoover in Massachusetts last 
fall, to the cfirect primary, he should 
be reminded that the direct primary 
applies solely to the nomination of 
party candidates, and not to the en- 
suing election. We agree entirely with 
Mr. Liggett that the direct primary 
has not proved to be a panacea for 
our election shortcomings, hut we 
have failed to see any action taken 
by Mr. Liggett or the officers of the 
Republican State Committee to rem- 
edy the situation. In our service in 
the legislature we found the Republi- 
can members of the committee on 
Election Laws lacking in backbone 
where amendments to the direct pri- 
mary law were under consideration. 
We suggest to Mr. Liggett that he 
use his powerful influence with the 
legislature of 1930 to take appropriate 
action on this matter. 


JULY HEALTH REPORT 


The July report of the Newton 
Health Department revealed that the 
number of deaths for the month was 
the lowest In many years. But 22 
persons died in the city during the 
month as compared with 49 for the 
corresponding month last year and 44 
the preceding month. Communicable 
diseases reported during the month 
included 18 cases of whooping cough, 
4 cases of chicken pox. 3 of measles, 
3 of mumps and 2 of tuberculosis. 

Of the deaths — three were caused 
by heart ailments and three by apo- 
plexy. 

The sanitary activities of the Depart- 
ment included the investigation of 
16 complaints, abated 12 nuisances and 
made 100 inspections. Five dairies 
were inspected during the month and 
the same number of markets and ba- 
keries. The nurses connected with 
the Health Department made 85 visits 
to tuberculosis patients during the 
month.

more remotely from the railroad ter- 
minal and obtained some sleep.

More power to Cohen and to those of 
every racial group in this country who 
are not ashamed of their ancestors 
and who disdain attempting to suc- 
ceed financially and socially by pre- 
tending to be what they are not.

During the past few days a great 
deal of interest has been shown in 
the flights made by the giant Grnf 
Zeppelin from Germany to Lakehurst, 
N J.. and the beginning of the first 
leg of a trip around the woriJ by this 
mammoth ship of the air. In Water- 
town a Zeppelin trip is being made 
bv the C. M. Evans Tire Co. which 
carries the Evans Tire Co.’s Zeppelin 
from Akron, Ohio, to Los Angeles, 
thence to Australia and back by the 
way of Northampton.

At the present time the C. M. Evans 
Tire Co. stand in the first ten of these 
seven thousand dealers and expect to 
make such outstanding sales in the 
next three weeks and become one of 
the winning dealers to make the trip 
to Ohio. 

Mr. Evans in talking with M. R. 
Spraisy, Boston branch manager for 
Goodyear, learned that public prefer- 
ence helped that branch to deliver in 
July several thousand tires more than 
any other month In the history of the 
business.

He was the first “medicine 
man” we had seen for many, many 
years and memory brought us back 
to the nights when the yokels of New- 
ton Corner would gather at Nonantum 
Square, about where the safety island 
is now located, to enjoy the talent of 
some ventriloquist, banjoist, comedian, 
or other entertainer and then he 
cajoled into buying some wonderful 
medicine that was guaranteed to cure 
every ailment from callouses on one’s 
feet to dandruff on one's scalp. Many 
of those who bought the "cure-alls” 
in those old days knew that the stuff 
was of little or no value, hut they were 
so appreciative of the entertainments 
which the medicine shows presented 
that they bought the nostrums just 
to be good sports. 

The Kickapoo Indian Medicine Com- 
pany was tlie “big-time” medicine 
show outfit of those days. The units 
of this concern would remain some- 
times for weeks in a town. Some 
medicine shows included in their per- 
sonnel "dentists" who extracted teeth 
for a slight consideration — and with- 
out pain (to the extractor). Some of 
the "doctors” who presided over med- 
icine show outfits displayed in glass 
jars tape-worms of terrifying length; 
evidence of the curative effect of the 
medicine sold. Local sceptics loudly 
asserted that the alleged tapeworms 
were macaroni.

KIWANIS CLUB 


Thu l:: :f!« between medical science 
and the ii.fluenza epidemic of 191s was 
reviewed in graphic manner before 
members of the .\ewton Kiwanis Club 
at the weekly meeting in the Old 
Venice restaurant at Norumbega Park 
on Tuesday by Capt. Joseph Meledy 
who was one of five naval officers offi- 
cially thanked by Congress and award- 
ed the Distinguished Service Medals 
for their work in stopping the scourge. 

Capt. Meledy, now Chief of the 
Medical and Surgical Unit of the Vet- 
erans' Bureau in Boston and a former 
Vice President of the National Medi- 
cal Society, related how extensive re- 
search and experimentation failed tc 
bring to light the causes for the spread 
of the disease. He told of how the ex- 
perimenters worked on themselves, 
risking their own lives. A serum was 
finally discovered, he said, which 
abruptly checked the disease in in- 
fected persons. 

Vice President Will White, presiding 
officer, again called attention to the 
welfare fund benefit to be held at 
Norumbega Park on Tuesday evening. 
Sept. 10. He said that ten acts of 
high-class vaudeville would be present- 
ed. The question of a meeting place 
for the coining winter was left to the 
discretion of the House committee 
which will report next Tuesday.

President of Board of Aldermen Is 
Guest Speaker 

At the weekly meeting of the New- 
ton Kiwanis Club on Tuesday the 
speaker was President Sinclair Weeks 
of the Newton Board of Aldermen. 
Mr. Weeks referred to some of the 
problems facing the city. The matter 
of improving our streets is one of 
them. Newton's streets, in the opin- 
ion of Mr. Weeks, are in far less sat- 
isfactory condition than in former 
years. He commented that he does not 
blame the Street Department for this, 
but, nevertheless, the condition exists 
and should be remedied. For the past 
five years an average of 10 streets 
have been improved and accepted each 
year: the past year (1928) but five 
streets have been accepted. This year 
16 streets have been accepted and 18 
more are to be accepted and improved. 
Mr. Weeks is of the opinion that some 
measure should be taken to allow the 
many unaccepted streets in this city to 
be improved without such work be- 
ing delayed for several years as has 
been the practice in the city. The 
cost of maintaining and resurfacing 
streets has largely increased. He ad- 
vocated a program of modern street 
construction in Newton. 

He told of the new Are alarm signal 
system which will aid materially in 
changing insurance rates in Newton 
and effect a saving of about $80,000 
yearly to owners of properties in this 
city. Mr. Weeks favors the erection 
of a suitable War Memorial on the 
triangle of Homer street and Common- 
wealth avenue as soon as possible. 

He dealt with the all important 
school problem, telling how Newton 
has expended $3,000,000 on new schools 
within the past three years and must 
within another year begin work on a 
junior high school at Newton Centre 
which will cost about $750,000. He 
said that the low tax rate which New- 
ton has had, as compared with other 
cities in the State can be attributed 
to the high per capita value of the 
city and that while Newton has one of 
the highest per capita debts in the 
Commonwealth, this is offset by the 
valuation of this municipality. He 
ailed attention that Newton will hare 
to finance its activities very carefully 
the next several years in order to meet 
necessary expenses without greatly in- 
creasing the tax rate.

PRIZE ESSAY 


The first prize award for excellence 
in the Shakespeare Club essay contest 
of 1929 of the Newton Highlands 
Shakespeare Club has been awarded 
to Miss Cynthia Jump of the class of 
1931 of the Newton high school. She 
Is the daughter of Rev. and Mrs. Her- 
bert A. Jump of Nonantum street, 
Newton. The essay follows: 

Humor in Shakespearian Plays 

There is humor in Shakespeare's 
plays for anyone who has the patience 
and wit to discover it. Some of it is 
so subtle that pupils beginning high 
school should not ho expected to un- 
derstand and recognize it unless it is 
pointed out by careful study. But 
there are, in most of his plays, char- 
acters who are put there obviously for 
the express purpose of furnishing hu- 
mor. He seems to run more to male 
characters for this purpose than fe- 
male. This is probably accounted for 
by the fact that men did the acting 
and it was easier for them to Inter- 
pret a man’s character part than a 
woman’s. At any rate, all his char- 
acters are very enjoyable. There is 
Touchstone, that delightfully satirical 
clown, who awes the country “bump- 
kins" in "As You Like it.” I think I 
like him better than all his contem- 
poraries. He realizes what a farce the 
court Is and what fools are often con- 
cealed in courtiers. By posing as an 
attgust personage in the Duke’s house- 
hold. he mocks the court for the audi- 
ence’s sake, while he enacts the court 
for the peasants’ sake. Every line 
lias some clever quip, and I am in- 
clined to agree with Jacques in his 
liking for Touchstone. 

Shakespeare is wise in including the 
mischievous element in his humor. 
Everyone likes a merry fellow with 
roguish eyes who knows the difference

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between a harmful and a harmless 
joke. The cold-bloodedness of Shy- 
lock In the “Merchant of Venice” 
makes a fine foil for his tousled-head- 
ed servant, Launcelot. Launcelot is 
an imp, and the scene with his half- 
blind father Is most humorous. We are 
also pleased to find that not only hu- 
mans have mischievousness In their 
make-up but that It is found In Puck, 
the subject of King Oberon of the 
Fairies. "Midsummer Night’s Dream” 
would have been no dream at all if 
Goodfellow’s talents had not mixed 
the potions. But we are glad he did, 
and still his name is the by-word of 
good-nature and merriment. 

It seems that the real clowns of 
Shakespeare are, for the most part, un- 
conscious ones. We find two char- 
acters. Malvolio and Le Beau, who are 
so cortceited and warped that they 
cannot realize what fools they are. 
Touchstone utterly baffles and routs 
Le Beau in their battle of wits in the 
first part of "As You Like It,” while 
Malvolio causes the reader to be at 
once contemptuous and yet amused 
by his simplicity, which is a kind way 
of saying stupiility. The grave-diggers 
in “Hamlet” are really less clownish, 
although they are called clowns, than 
Malvolio in the “cross-gartered” epi- 
sode. The airs he puts on further his 
foolish actions. Petruchio’s valet, 
Grumio, is a character in this group 

The last group of humorous char- 
acters are those whose brilliancy and 
wit are inspired by an occasional quaff 
of good old English wine. The steward 
of the boat, in “The Tempest,” is led 
on by his companion, a mischievous 
jester, to cut many comical capers. 
But our two “noblemen” in “Twelfth 
Night” are the finest examples of this 
group. Rotund Sir Toby and lank Sir 
Andrew make the finest pair of stage 
comedians ever invented. Were they 
on the vaudeville stage now, they 
would be constantly booked and well 
applauded In our big cities. They are 
so valiant and so changeable. Olivia 
can wind them around her finger, and 
she and Maria have much fun with 
them, I can well imagine. 

The humorous Shakespearian fe- 
males can be summed up in one para- 
graph. They come under the three 
folowing classes: Portia represents 
the clever or really witty woman: 
Maria, the mischievous; and Rosalind 
and Celia, the merry or teasing ones. 
Wo all love and admire Portia. She is 
brilliant, vivacious, and yet as true 
and loyal as one could wish for. She is 
not spoiled by much wealth and at- 
tention, and her inherent wit flows 
over the stage, surrounding not only 
the actors, but flowing over the foot- 
lights and drenching the audience with 
a sweet happiness that is good for us 
all. Her dear little maid, Nerissa, is 
not slow at retorts, and, after equally 
admiring Portia’s poise and her sweet- 
ness we leave a performance of the 
“Merchant of Venice” feeling enter- 
tained and benefited by the women 
characters of that fine play. Maria is 
the means und cause of most of the 
foolery and amusing trouble in 
“Twelfth Night," and I feel she should 
he classed with Launcelot and Puck 
as mischievous. Then, coming to the 
charming Rosalind and the loyal 
Celia, I need say no more tliun that 
they furnish the light humor and en- 
tire atmosphere to that rollicking syl- 
van comedy, “As You Like It.” 

Shakespeare is read and enjoyed 
for his plots, his fine strong char- 
acters, his well expressed opinions, 
and many other characteristics, but 
in high school many of the plays 
chosen to he reud are chosen for their 
background and padding of fine, whole- 
some humor that is good for every 
student to read.

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ALDERMEN FAVOR REMOVAL OF 
OLD WADE SCHOOL 


At the special meeting of the Al- 
dermen last night Chairman Collins of 
the Committee on School Bnildings 
rend a resolution favoring the removal 
of the old Wade School at Newton 
Upper Falls as recommended by the 
School Committee. The School Com- 
mittee wants the old building razed 
to make room for a portable school 
building which is to be moved from 
Newtonville to Upper Falls to pro- 
vide some relief for the congestion 
which exists in the Emerson School 
in that village. 

Alderman Temperley stated that 
while the Emerson School is over- 
crowded and rooms have been used 
there for class-rooms which were not 
suitable for this purpose, he did not 
favor the passing of the resolution. 
He called attention to the fact that on 
May 20th last. Mayor Childs had sent 
a communication to the Aldermen re- 
questing that additional land be ac- 
quired by the city adjoining the Em- 
erson School so that room will be 
provided for the portable school and 
for a needed play yard for the chil- 
dren attending the school. Mr. Tem- 
perley thought that as an act of court- 
esy to the Mayor the Public Works 
Committee should take action on his 
recommendation before any action 
should be taken on the resolution of- 
fered by Alderman Collins. 

Alderman Earle, chairman of the 
Public Works committee stated that 
the matter has never been referred 
to his committee. He called attention 
to th fact that the question of act- 
ing on this matter was not included 
in the list on the docket of the spe- 
cial meeting so no action could be 
taken on it. Alderman Collins re- 
plied that the Mayor’s recommenda- 
tion has been held in abeyance and 
that the land which he recommended 
be purchased can be acquired later, 
if necessary. It is imperative, how- 
ever, that a site be provided at once 
for the portable school. Alderman 
Powers inquired what effect the pass- 
ing of the resolution will have? This 
query followed a ruling, made by 
President Weeks in reply to the point 
raised by Alderman Earle, that the 
Board could pass on the resolution 
even though the matter had not been 
included on the docket of the special 
meeting. Mr. Weeks explained that 
the vote on the resolution might prop- 
erly be taken as it involved no ac- 
tion on an order. 

Replying to Alderman Powers’ ques- 
tion, Alderman Collins stated that the 
vote of the Aldermen on the resolu- 
tion would inform the Mayor as to 
how the Board feels on this matter. 
He remarked that if more land is 
needed to provide proper areas for 
playground purposes at the Upper 
Falls School this matter can be taken

chase land to provide a site for the 
portable school in order to continue 
the use of the old Wade School build- 
ing as a movie house. Alderman Tem- 
perley snid that he understood the 
Buildings Commissioner had stnted 
"there is room for the portable school 
front doors of the Emerson School — 
grounds without the necessity of raz- 
ing the old Wade School." Alderman 
Collins replied that if this were done 
the portable school building will be 
located directly in front of the two 
front doors of the Emerson School 
such a location would be a frightful 
makeshift. 

A vte wns then taken on the reso- 
lution and Aldermnn Temperley wns 
the onlv member voting in the nega- 
tive. The old building, the rnzing of 
which is favored by the School Com- 
mittee and the Ronrd of Aldermen 
wns abandoned for school purposes 
when the Emerson School was erected 
some years ago. For a number of 
years the old Wade School lias been 
leased to the Newton Upper Falls Im- 
provement Society which in turn has 
sub-leased it for the exhibition of mov- 
ing pictures. An appreciable rev- 
enue hns been thus obtained by the 
Improvement Society which had been 
used for civic purposes at the Upper 
Falls. A petition signed by hundreds 
of Upper Falls residents was present- 
ed in opposition to the razing of the 
old building when this matter was 
being considered by the Aldermen last 
year.

DISCUSS HEN-HOUSE AT 
OAK HILL 


The Committee on Haims and Rules 
of the Aldermen heir. a hearing last 
night on the petition of W. Dean Nor- 
ris of 188 Arnold road, Oak Hill, for 
a permit to erect a hen-house and also 
a horse barn on his estate at S3 Green- 
wood street. Oak Hill. Attorney Hugh 
Boyd, appearing for the petitioner, 
stated that Mr. Norris owns 31 acres 
of land and this land has been used 
for agricultural purposes. There is 
a large hen-house on the property but 
the petitioner desires to erect a mod- 
ern hennery which will be remote 
from the street and from any resi- 
dences. Mr. Norris has already re- 
ceived from the Board of Health a 
permit to keep 600 hens. Mr. Boyd 
assured the committee that the place 
would be kept clean and the hens 
will he confined to the house and not 
allowed to roam. The barn will be 
built to provide quarters for three 
horses. Asked if he intends to keep 
roosters, Mr. Norris replied in the 
affirmative. 

Arnold Hartmann of 241 Greenwood 
street. Oak Hill, objected to the grant- 
ing of the petition. Mr. Hartmann 
stated that while he Is friendly to Mr. 
Norris and does not desire to prevent 
him from using his land for such pur- 
poses as he may properly wish, to 
allow a large hennery to he built near 
Oak Hill Village will tend to depre- 
ciate values of properties in that sec- 
tion and discourage further building 
of attractive houses there. Mr. Hart- 
mann called attention to the fact that 
he has spent large sums of money 
in building excellent roads and houses 
in his development of Oak Hill Vil- 
lage. If the Aldermen want this dis- 
trict to continue along the line of 
development started by him the per- 
mit should not be granted. 

Chairman Grebenstein of the Claims 
and Rules Committee reported to the 
Board at the special meeting held last 
night that the committee recom- 
mended a permit being granted for the 
barn. The committee did not care 
to report on the petition for the 
hen-house permit until it will have 
visited the proposed site and studied 
the situation. This information fol- 
lowed a query by Alderman Gallagher 
regarding the petition. Mr. Gallagher 
asserted that the petition should be 
granted. He said that he perhaps 
is better acquainted with Oak Hill 
than any other member of the Board 
and there is no good reason why the 
permit should not be granted. This 
section of the city has been and is 
a farming district and there are a 
number of hen-houses in it. It is a 
proper place for such a building. The 
Ward 1 alderman also contended that 
there is no reason why Mr. Norris 
shall not be permitted to keep roost- 
ers at his hennery. He emphasized 
this statement by remarking that even 
though 4,000,000 roosters might be 
kept in Oak Hill they will not dis- 
turb anyone as nobody can hear them. 

Alderman Grebenstein explained 
that because Oak Hill has been zoned 
as a single-residence district the com- 
mittee does not want to rush on this 
matter until it has given it careful 
consideration. Alderman Bail stated 
that as a representative from Ward 5 
he is particularly interested in the pe- 
tition. He was of the opinion that Mr. 
Norris will not be inconvenienced by 
a slight delay in the granting of the 
permit for the hen-house and he ex- 
pressed the belief that the committee 
will bring in a favorable recommenda- 
tion on this petition. 

Alderman Powers disagreed with 
Alderman Gallagher regarding the dis- 
turbing Influence of crowing roosters 
on persons dwelling within a consid- 
erable distance. He stated that not 
4,000,000 but only four roosters which 
are located somewhat near his resi- 
dence disturb Ills slumbers sometimes 
because they, In common with many 
roosters, do not appear to realize they 
are supposed not to crow before 
dawn, and frequently engage in vocal 
effort ■ shortly after midnight. 

The Claims and Rules Committee 
will, before the next aldermanic meet- 
ing, visit Oak Hill to inspect the site 
of the proposed egg-factory.

Gothic Leader interred 

Under Calabrian River 

Most regions have rheir buried treas- 
ure stories. I'ownza. chief city of Ualu 
bria, bus one of r lie oldest anti best, 
according to u writer In the Wash 
Ington Star. It is at Uosenza that 
Alarlc, first Gothic leader to conquer 
imperial Rome, was buried along with 
priceless treasures captured in Rome 
Laden with the riches of the dying em 
pire, Alnric and his barbarian hosts 
marched south to conquer Africa and 
the grain which abounded there. In 
Calabria Alaric died of the fever. His 
followers buried bis treasure with him 
In the fashion of the day, but they 
made sure that the dead chieftain’s 
repose would not be disturbed, either 
by avenging enemies or covetous treas- 
ure hunters. They diverted the course 
of the River Buseoto and buried 
Alaric far below the river bed. Theta 
they restored the river to its chan- 
nel. For security’s sake they put to 
death every one of the prisoners who 
had helped bury Alaric, and marched 
on. The grave has never been discov 
ered, thongh Alaric died 1.500 years 
ago. Legend has it that the grave 
Is near the confluences of the Crati 
and the Busetito rivers at Cosenza. 
When I saw this spot it was mostly a 
dry gravel bed with a narrow stream 
at which the village women washed 
their clothes. During the rainy sea- 
»r.n it is a large river. Its secret holds 
the same fascination for Calabria that 
the Nemi galleys hold for Romans.

SIX IN THE PRICE RANGE OF THE FOUR 
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Upper Falls Takes

Begin Bus Service 

On Framingham Line 

No More Street Cars to Run on 
Washington St. 


The last car of the Middlesex & 
Boston Street Railway to be operated 
from Nonantum Square at Newton Cor- 
ner departed from that terminal on 
Sunday night. Because of the clos- 
ing of the bridge over the Charles 
River at Lower Falls it became nec- 
essary to replace the street cars with 
busses. The busses on this route com- 
menced running Monday morning. 
The Board of Aldermen of the City 
of Newton some months ago granted 
the Middlesex & Boston company a 
permit to run busses instend of elec- 
tric cars on the route from New- 
ton Corner to Lower Falls. But, the 
Selectmen of Natick and Wellesley 
did not grant permits. The Newton 
aldermen have consistently treated 
the Middlesex & Boston Street Rail- 
way with great consideration, yea, even 
with solicitude. And, in return the 
Middlesex & Boston has. on occasion 
shown a disposition to be somewhat 
more arrogant in its attitude towards 
wishes of the Aldermen of Newton 
than it has towards the Selectmen of 
other towns where this corporation 
operates — selectmen who have mani- 
fested a less kindly attitude towards 
the Middlesex & Boston than have the 
Newton Aldermen. 

The popular belief for years has 
been that whenever busses would have 
replaced the electric cars, traffic con- 
ditions at Nonantum Square would 
be much improved. But, should the 
plans of the Middlesex & Boston be 
accepted by the authorities of New- 
ton traffic conditions at Newton Cor- 
ner will be worse rather than better. 
The M. & B. makes the very modest 
request that the present space re- 
served as a bus terminal on Washing- 
ton street be extended westerly to 
Pearl Court and northerly a consid- 
erable number of feet from its pres- 
ent location. Such a plan would de- 
prive the public of Newton of the 
much needed parking space in front 
of the Bacon Building. It would fur- 
ther restrict the limited parking space 
in front of the Stevens Building. 
There is now too little parking space 
at Newton Corner. There is no part 
of Newton Corner where parking 
space is more needed than in front 
of Bacon Block. This space is used 
largely by patrons of the Trust Com- 
pany and Savings Bank as well as by 
customers of adjoining stores. 

The Traffic Committee of ^he New- 
ton Aldermen recommend that the 
bus reservation in front of the Whit- 
man Building be somewhat lengthened 
and that the Framingham bus park 
there. This plan would prevent the 
congestion of busses which has re- 
sulted from stopping the Framingham 
bus at the terminal in front of the 
Stevens Building. It is infinitely bet- 
ter than to allow the M. & B. to 
monopolize all the parking space on 
the other side of Washington street. 
It will prevent adding to the undesir- 
able situation caused by the construct- 
ing of the sidewalk in front of the 
Stevens Building. During the busy 
hours of the afternoon and evening 
this sidewalk is so blocked by persons 
waiting for Waltham busses that pe- 
destrians have difficulty in passing. It

Newton High Eleven 
To Begin Practice 

Face Hardest Football Schedule in 
Several Years 


The first call for candidates for 
the 1929 Newton High School football 
team has been issued by Coach John 
L. Sullivan. Football suits and equip- 
ment will be given out beginning Wed- 
nesday morning. Sept. 4th, at 10 
o’clock by faculty manager Dr. Oscar 
Martin at the high school. The ini- 
tial practice will be held Thursday 
morning on Claflin field. Many of the 
candidates are expected to report at 
the sessions next week and the squad 
will be further augmented on the fol- 
lowing Monday, the 9th, when school 
opens. 

Just what effect the new “three- 
year” rule is going to have on the 
Newton eleven this year is still an 
unknown quantity. This rule was 
passed at the spring meeting of the 
Massachusetts Headmasters Associa- 
tion and after its passage considerable 
criticism was heard from many schools 
and others interested in school sport. 
But inasmuch as practically every 
school will be affected it should not 
work to the advantage of one and 
the disadvantage of the other. 

The orange and black eleven is fac- 
ing one of the stiffest schedules in 
years right from the opening game 
to the annual Thanksgiving Day con- 
test with Brookline. One of the out- 
standing features of the schedule from 
a local viewpoint is the number of 
games to be played on the local field. 
It is rather too bad that the new 
Newton high field is not ready for 
use this year with such an attractive 
schedule. 

The opening game of the season is 
slated for Sept. 28th with Malden al- 
ways one of the strongest teams in 
the state and always drawing a big 
crowd wherever they play. The fol- 
lowing week. Oct. 5 marks the open- 
ing of the 1929 Suburban league sea- 
son with Cambridge Latin coming to 
Newton. On Columbus Day, Oct. 12th, 
which comes on a Saturday this year, 
the annual Newton-Everett contest 
will be played as usual. The game 
will be at Newton this season. 

Quincy High has the Oct. 19th date 
on Newton’s schedule. A few seasons 
past the Granite City outfit was New- 
ton's opening game opponent but for 
the past year or two has not had 

place on the local schedule. This 
game will also be played at Newton- 
ville. The last week in October, the 
26th, is the league game with Somer- 
ville at Somerville in the first game 
of the season away from home for 
Sullivau’s outfit.

Receipt of New Notices Arouses In- 
dignant Protests 

Thousands of owners of motor ve- 
hicles In Newton and tens of thou- 
sands of motor vehicle owners through- 
out Massachusetts have been torrid 
under their cravats the past 48 hours. 
The reason for the overheated condi- 
tion is the knowledge obtained by said 
owners of automobiles that they must 
pay a motor vehicle excise tax this 
year, not once, but twice, or even more 
times. In other words the new tax 
on motor vehicles in effect this year 
for the first time, is not only an excise 
tax, but on a large percentage of au- 
tomobile owners in Massachusetts, an 
excess tax. This tax created to cor- 
rect a glaring evil was so crudely 
drawn and perforce crudely enforced 
that it causes an evil comparable with 
the evil it is supposed to have abol- 
ished. 

It is common knowledge why the ex- 
cise tax on motor vehicles came into 
existence. Prior to this year the tax 
on motor vehicles was a property tax 
levied by assessors of towns and cities 
in the Commonwealth. The assessors, 
or their assistants in making their 
annual rounds ascertained, or were 
supposed to ascertain, or endeavored to 
ascertain who owned automobiles on 
the first day of April. Some upright 
souls gave the assessors correct infor- 
mation regarding motor vehicles 
which they possessed. Other citizens, 
persons who profess to be honest and 
honorable, forgot to tell about all, or 
any. of the vehicles they owned. And 
many, very many residents of Newton 
and all other communities in this state 
disposed, actually — or theoretically of 
old cars before April 1st and did not 
purchase a new car until after April 
1st. By such actions on the part of 
such patriotic, unselfish citizens, towns 
and cities in Massachusetts were 
mulcted out of millions of dollars of 
revenue which should be received as 
taxes on motor vehicles. Were the 
offenders for the most part impecu- 
nious persons? No, gentle reader. De- 
cidely no. 

To put a stop to the machinations 
of a large percentage of our citizens 
who possessed automobiles without 
paying taxes on them, an excise tax 
on motor vehicles was authorized by 
the Legislature and the Tax Commis- 
sioner of Massachusetts and other ex- 
perts endeavored to formulate a method 
of taxation that would be practical. It 
was a difficult task. Many suggestions 
were made. Many plans were formu- 
lated. Many changes were made. The 
Tax Commissioner, the Registrar of 
Motor Vehicles, local assessors en- 
deavored to acquaint the public

through various channels with the in- 
tricacies of the new tax. But the pub- 
lic did not become thoroughly conver- 
sant with the new law. The public 
knew that persons registering automo- 
biles must give certain information to 
enable the Registry of Motor Vehicles 
to enlighten Town Assessors .and City 
Assessors as to who owns cars and 
how much these cars cost when they 
were new. The public also knew quite 
generally that the new excise tax would 
tend to discourage those “wise in- 
dividuals who waited until after April 
1st before using cars on the roads 
because these individuals would have 
to deprive themselves of the use of 
their car for much of the year if they 
would save paying an appreciable part 
of the tax. 

But, as regards the details of the 
tax the general public, most of whom 
own automobiles, knew very little 
about the motor vehicle excise tax. 
Neither did the members of the Legis- 
lature. In May of this year, the mid- 
dle of May to be more exact, persons 
in Newfon received notices of the 
amount they owed the city for taxes 
on motor vehicles. These notices were 
dated May 6 by the City Collector. 
The notices gave the information that 
the rate per $1000 is $29.05. The no- 
tices gave information that the taxes 
would be “Due and payable upon the 
first day of the calendar month next 
ensuing which is not less than sixty 
days from the date of registration, 
but not earlier than the date set for 
the payment of local taxes, other than 
poll taxes of the calendar year.” Per- 
sons receiving the notices of the new 
motor vehicle excise tax upon inquir- 
ing at the Assessor’s office were in- 
formed that they need not pay the 
tax before next October, should they 
desire to take advantage of the pro- 
visions of the law. 

On Tuesday of this week, August 
27th, the City Collector mailed to 
owners of motor cars in Newton 4671 
notices of motor vehicle excise taxes. 
Some of these notices were sent to 
persons who had not registered their 
cars in the first few months of the 
year. A large percentage of the no- 
tices were sent to persons who had 
purchased new or used cars since the 
first of the year and who had traded 
their old cars. These persons quick- 
ly realized from the amount of the 
taxes that they are being taxed not 
only for a full year for the cars they 
formerly possessed and disposed of, 
but also for a full year for the cars 
they now own. Naturally, many of 
those so imposed upon, in fact hun- 
dreds. hied themselves to the Asses- 
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Bors office to ask for abatements. They 
supposed that they would have to pay 
only such an additional- tax as would 
represent the difference in value be- 
tween the cars disposed of and the 
enrs acquired. They were rudely 
shocked when informed that they will 
receive no abatements. They were 
told to examine the back of the tax 
notice and to observe that the infor- 
mation is given there— "The owner 
may within 60 dnys of notice of as- 
sessment apply to the local assessors 
for abatement and, from their decision 
upon such application, an appeal may 
be taken to the County Commission- 
ers or to the Superior Court in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of sec- 
tions sixty-four and sixty-eight A 
of chapter fifty-nine.” They were fur- 
ther informed that, having failed to 
make such application for abatement 
within 60 dnys, the assessors cannot 
grant abatements. 

The indignant motor-car owners 
thereupon nssert that they are not 
asking abatements on the tax bills re- 
ceived in May. but upon those re- 
ceived this week. They are blandly 
informed that the assessors cannot 
grant abatements on the tax bills just 
received because cars registered be- 
fore the first of July must be taxed 
for their full value for a full year. 
The assessors attempt to pour Balm 
of Gilead on the wounded feelings of 
the victims by telling them that a car 
can have but one excise tax placed 
upon it each year so that they can 
arrange with the purchasers of the 
cars formerly owned by the victims 
to pay a proportionate part of the tax 
levied on such cars. This is very con- 
soling. An owner of a car which has 
been turned in as part payment for 
another car usually has no knowledge 
as to the disposition made of the car 
turned in. Such a car may be sold by 
the automobile dealer in the city 
where it was traded, or it may be sold 
to someone in a distant part of the 
state. The person purchasing the car 
in turn receives a tax bill for it from 
the local assessors in his town and so. 
again, a duplication or multiplication 
of taxation occurs because the new- 
motor vehicle excise tax is loosely 
drawn and inefficiently operated. 

Another evidence of the inconsist- 
ency of the new- tax, of the unfairness 
of it is this. Many owners of auto- 
mobiles in Newton who owned enrs 
on the first of January nnd who have 
since traded these cars for new cars, 
or sold them and acquired new- cars, 
received no tax notice last May. «They 
did. however, receive two notices this 
week. One tax notice for the car for- 
merly owned, and another tax notice 
for the car now ow-ned. These fortu- 
nate individuals, because both notices 
are dated August 20 will be granted 
abatements. Quite impartial and 
equitable, isn't it? 

Those who went to the City Hall 
this week to seek relief from double 
taxation on automobiles received from 
the Assessors an explanatory circular 
headed “MOTOR VEHICLE EXCISE 
TAX NOTICE.” This circular reads 
as follows: 

MOTOR VEHICLE EXCISE TAX 
NOTICE 

Under the law an excise tax shall 
be assessed on each motor vehicle 
registered during the calendar year. 

It is a PRIVILEGE TAX for the 
use of the highways and not a prop- 
erty tax. Rate $29.65 a thousand, 
throughout the state. 

The value is determined by the State 
Commissioner of Taxation, based on 
the following percentage of manufac- 
turer’s list price: 

1929—90% 

1928—60% 1926—25% 

1927—40% 1925—10% 

All other years — 10% 

The manufacturer’s list price is the 
rule by which the excise is measured. 

Age, condition, and market value of 
motor vehicle are not considered in 
determining tax values. 

Motor vehicles are assessed by the 
local Assessors on the information 
furnished by the applicant when ap- 
plying for registration: this informa- 
tion comes to the Assessors from the 
State Commissioner of Taxation. They 
are assessed at the HOME address if 
not stated in the application that they 
are garaged in some other city or 
town. Any correction of name, ad- 
dress, maker’s name, model or year 
of motor vehicle must be made at 
the Registry of Motor Vehicles, as 
the Assessors have no authority to 
change a Registration Card. 

When a motor vehicle has been 


sold, or registration cancelled, an 
abatement can be had by applying to 
the Assessors. 

Example 1: A registers a car 
January 1, 1929, nnd sells it to B 
on March 1, 1929. A is entitled to 
an abatement of 10/12 of his tnx, 
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0/12 

if he applies within 60 days of 
date of tnx bill. B, who buys nnd 
registers SAME CAR, is entitled 
to 8 refund of the amount paid by 
A. bv filling out the required blank. 

Example 2: A registers enr 
January 1 nnd cancels his regis- 
tration by returning his number 
plntes to Registry March 1, 1929. 

He is entitled to an abatement of 
10/12 of his tax. 

If a motor vehicle lias been incor- 
rectly classified, the tax payer may 
petition the Assessors for an abate- 
ment nnd the proper adjustment will 
be made. 

BOARD OF ASSESSORS, 
Newton, Mass. 

This circular is quite illuminating. 
Had it been printed and distributed to 
enr owners before, or simultaneously 
with the mailing of the motor vehicle 
tax notices last May there is little 
doubt but that car owners would have 
quickly made applications for abate- 
ments. 

The old wheeze "Ignorance of the 
Inw is no excuse" will not be accepted 
with complacency by the many thou- 
sands in Massachusetts who are being 
unjustly taxed because of this new 
tax law. Assessors deserve sympathy. 
They have listened, are listening and 
will listen to verbal explosions from 
multitudes of irate automobile own- 
ers. But, if the assessors display good 
judgment they will not attempt to 
justify present conditions. They will 
not attempt to condone the injustice 
being wrought by the absurd applica- 
tion of the motor vehicle excise tax 
law, by accusing those doubly and 
triply taxed of laxity in not antici- 
pating the unlooked for complication 
which is causing so much trouble for 
assessors and so much perturbation 
for motor vehicle owners. The as- 
sessors in Newton and elsewhere can 
and should merely inform those who 
come to protest, “We have no author- 
ity to grant abatements.” 

The Commomvealth of Massachu- 
setts through its Legislators or its 
Tax Commissioner cannot condone 
the extortion which has resulted from 
an experimental law. It is quite prob- 
able that something will be done to 
accord justice to those who have been 
ordered to pay taxes twice or thrice 
for the privilege of operating one mo- 
tor-car. It is assured that efforts will 
be made to have a bill passed which 
will compel assessors to grant retroac- 
tive abatements to the many thou- 
sands wrongfully taxed this year, and 
which will authorize and compel Town 
and City Collectors to refund the taxes 
unfairly levied. Senator Arthur W. 
Hollis of this district favors such ac- 
tion and will work for it. 

The statement made on the circular 
which was printed by order of the 
Newton Board of Assessors says con 
cerning the motor vehicle excise tax 
It is a PRIVILEGE TAX for the use 
of the highways and not a property 
tax.” This statement did not origin- 
ate with the Newton Board of Asses- 
sors. It was originated by sage nnd 
serious gentlemen at the State House. 
But, with all due respect for the gen- 
tlemen who started this assertion, the 
contention that the motor vehicle ex- 
cise tax “Is a privilege tax for the use 
of the highways and not a property 
tax” is positively the bunk. The tax 
paid by autoists for the use of the 
highways is the 2 cents paid on each 
gallon of gasoline purchased in Mas- 
sachusetts. The motor vehicle tax was 
created to afford revenue to towns and 
cities. Prior to this year automobiles 
were taxed as property by local as- 
sessors. Automobiles are still per- 
sonal property. 

The so-called excise tax on them was 
passed to enable municipalities to ob- 
tain taxes on such a form of property. 
To attempt to gloss over the imprac- 
ticable application of an untried law 
by the “Hokus Pokus” of calling a 
property tax a privilege tax will not 
placate those who have been over- 
taxed. There is no question but many 
appeals will be taken from the deci- 
sions of Assessors who will refuse to 
grant abatements on motor vehicle ex- 
cise taxes. County Commissioners and 
even the Superior Courts will listen 
to many appeals. Such appeals will 
help in the repeal of the present very 
objectionable features of the motor ve- 
hicle law. So will protests to your 
representatives in the Legislature.

Throve on Mere Words 

By modern stnudards, says Dnvld 
Loth In “The Brownings,” Robert 
Browning and Eliznheth Barrett 
starved their love cruelly. A hnnd- 
clnsp was beyond all Robert’s daring. 
A kiss was something mentioned In 
poetry but never attempted In real 
life. However, they derived a cer- 
tain pleasure from the realization that 
their love could thrive on n diet of 
mere words. And of words they were 
prodigal indeed. Over the exchange 
of a lock of hair they lavished enough 
of Ingenuity and lyrical expression to 
have made a trunkful of the kind of 
plays Robert wrote. 

His letter suggesting that she trust 
him with a wisp of black curl was a 
masterpiece of dignified pleading 
worthy of a request for a couple of 
dukedoms nnd a principality. He felt 
greatly daring, and well he might. An 
admirer of Bn’s poetry had only three 
weeks before made n similar though 
not so elegnntly phrased plea. 

“1 am too great a prude for such a 
thing,” she answered. 


Probable Age of Earth 

The Naval observatory says that it 
is believed that the solar system hns 
existed in approximately its present 
form for many millions of years; 
but from our present knowledge on 
this subject we cannot stnte what 
may have been Its condition at «n.\ 
definite period in the remote past, 
such ns 500.000.000 years ago. A re- 
cent estimate, found In “Astronomy,’ 
by Russell, Dugan nnd Stewart, gives 
the earth’s ago ns possibly some four 
or five billion years, but this Is sub- 
ject to future revision If other factors 
In the problem become known. It is 
supposed that the dny was formerly 
somewhat shorter, and the moon 
somewhat nenrer the earth than at 
present. 


Noise May Grow 

A great deal of the noise which as- 
sails our ears in a busy city, for in- 
stance, Is not only due to the constant 
ly increasing use of machinery but be- 
cause the type of building construction 
now used tends to prolong and trans- 
mit noises. A bare plastered wall, for 
exnmple, reflects noises better than a 
mirror rellects light. If you clap 3 ? our 
hands together in a bare plastered 
room, more than 95 per cent of the 
noise will be reflected from the wall. 
The sound of rhe hand clnp will, there- 
fore, persist for several seconds. This 
phenomenon of reverberation causes 
noises to be built up nnd retained 
“alive” la a room In such a way that 
their intensity is actually increased. 


American “Penny Pre**” 

The History of American Journal 
Ism states that the precursor of the 
penny press was the Daily Evening 
Transcript, established in Boston July 
24, 1830, by l.ynde M. Walter. While 
this paper was not sold on the streets 
for one penny, it was quoted at the 
extremely low rate of SI per annum 
Probably the first dnily thnt was ac- 
tually sold for one cent was the Cent 
of Philadelphia, published In the same 
year as the Daily Evening Transcript 
in Boston. In New York city the Ideu 
was first conceived by Dr. Horatio Da- 
vid Shepard. 


Rigid Tests for Drivers 

In Berlin cundidutes for places ns 
bus drivers must pass a series of very 
rigid tests. When the applicant has 
complied with all other requirements 
he Is placed at a steering wheel and 
confronted with n moving picture 
screen In which appears a procession 
of busses and other vehicles, a run 
away horse, some old ladles scurrying 
hack und forth ami an occasional “lay 
walker.” If the candidate avoids all 
these obstacles satisfactorily he gets 
the Job. 


Tree Belfries 

Many ot the first Clirlstiun church 
hells were fastened In tall trees that 
stood near the church, writes Satis N 
Coleman In Ills hook, “Bells.” Even 
today. In some villages of Russia and 
other countries, the hell hangs on 
Hu- branches "i n tall (cm in the 
churchyard. In Iceland tlte hell usual 
ly Is placed in the “lych gate,” a cuv 
lied cut ratlce to the graveyard. The 
tree belfry once was common in Scot 
■and mid Ireland

The beefs of ancient Greece were 
black and white and the leaves ns 
well ns the roots were nsed. The 
leaves were generally preferred to 
lettuce, though lettuce wns highly 
thought of for Its cooling effect 

There are accounts of lettuce being 
served !n Its natural stnte at the 
tables of Persian kings ns far hack 
as 500 B. C. The Romans generally 
cooked It. Roman lettuce was black 
and Its milky Juice wns said to Induce 
sleep. In Sixteenth century England, 
where eight varieties were found. It 
wns cooked or served with oil and 
vinegar. 

Only In recent veurs have mush 
rooms been anything like abundant on 
the market, and outside the large 
cities they are considered a raritj 
still ; yet mushrooms have been avail 
able for thousands of yenrs Said 
Pliny : "The last device of orn epl 
cures to sharpen their appetites nnd 
tempt them to ent Inordirafely Is the 
cooking of mushrooms.”

Chadwick has recommended to Mayor 
Childs that this city adopt nn ordin- 
ance which will govern more strictly 
the installation of gas piping and ap- 
pliances. Under the present ordin- 
ances of Newton gas piping and ap- 
pliances are installed in accordance 
with such rules as formulated by the 
Boston Consolidated C.as Company. 
They are installed for the most part 
by employees of the C.as Company. 
The Building Commissioner says, "It 
is the belief of the Inspector of 
Plumbing and the Commissioner, on 
account of the great increase in the 
use of gas that our people shnll he 
more amply protected from the danger 
of incorrect installations which might 
create a very serious life and fire haz- 
ard. I. therefore, submit to you a pro- 
posed amendment to the Building Code 
creating a Gas Code which bears the 
approval of the Inspector of Plumbing 
and myself.

Professor George H. Barton, geolo- 
gist, of Cambridge, will describe his 
trip to Greenland as a member of the 
Sixth Peary Arctic Exposition in 189G, 
at tlie Museum next Sunday afternoon 
at 3:30.

Illustrated talks being given at tlie 
Museum daily at three o'clock in- 
clude this week, "Czechoalovakian 
Folk Lore," "Children of tlie Wide 
World," and “Grasshoppers and 
Crickets." Each talk is interestingly 
illustrated with motion pictures, lan- 
tern slides and specimens. Admission 
is free. 

Cut flowers from Franklin Park are 
on regular display at tlie Museum, as 
well as wild flowers gathered nearby 
by members of the Museum staff. This 
week tlie Museum interior is especial- 
ly gay by reason of a donation of bril- 
liant gladioli from tlie Horticultural 
Hall show just ended. All the flowers 
on display are properly labelled. 

“The flourishing "live" museum up- 
stairs in the lecture hull includes at 
present, two alligators, a garter snake, 
various kinds of frogs, turtles, and 
salamanders, grasshoppers, crickets, 
cicadas, goldfish, crayfish, guppyis 
fisli and bees. 

Groups from Boston playgrounds 
continue to make daily visits to the 
Museum, staying all day, and eating 
their lunch out under the trees. A 
"swell" time is invariably had by all.

years’ standing in order to give the 
players a slight letup previous to the 
cllmnx of the season. The scene of 
this year’s clash between the two 
teams has not been definitely decided 
upon. Last spring Faculty manager 
Martin attempted to arrange with the 
Boston University athletic authorities 
for the use of Nickerson Field, Riv- 
erside for that date. The Terriers’ 
schedule Is concluded the week pre- 
vious to Thanksgiving Day und so 
there will be no collegiate contest 
there and it would seem to be a good 
place for the school game. But the 
final arrangements for the game have 
not been made and it 1 r possible that 
some other site may be selected. 

Little will be known of the orange 
and black prospects until the candi- 
dates are on the field for practice and 
even then it will still be more or less 
of an uncertainty. At the conclusion 
of the 1928 season twenty-six letters 
were awarded to members of the 
squad. Nineteen of these were mem- 
bers of the graduating class and were 
definitely lost to this year’s team.
